SETS UP OLD STANDARD.

Washington, D. C., Dec. . [Special. 
The federal government has laid gon a 
rule for mince meat, The great question is 
practically settled; not, it is true, in time 
to catch all Christmas pies, but asa happy 
promise and harbinger for the new year. 

The pure food board of the department of 
agriculture, headed by Dr. Harvey W. 
Wiley, after laboring for months over the 
question, “What is mincé meat?” has 
evolved this official definition: 

„ Mince meat ie a mixture of not less than 
10 per cent of cooked, comminuted meat, 
with chopped suet, apple and other fruits, 
galt and spices, and with sugar, sirup, or 
molasses, and with or without vinegar. fresh, 
concentrated, or fermented fruit juices, or 
spirituous liquors.” 

High Crimes in Its Name. 

The board has been inquiring for several 
months into the general conspiracy that pro- 
. duces commercial mince meat in this coun- 
try. It has discovered many high crimes 
committed in the name of mince meat, con-. 
coctions which, in the board's opinion, are 
G@efaming the memories of eur: grand- 
mothers and hiding behind a cherished 
name. | , 

The mince meat manufacturers have con- 
tended that you really cannot standardize 
this delicious article, for mince. pie from 
away back in Shakspeare’s daye has been 
just what anybody chose to make it.

SEAL SALES BREAK RECORDS 


IIlinois in Fourth Place as ales 
of Red Cross Stamps. 


2,500,000 NOW DISPOSED OF. 


Christmas Pasters Offered to the Pub- 
lic at 624 Places. 


Illinois has now reached fourth place in the 
sale of Red Cross Christmas seals. The es- 
timated sales in the state since Dec. 2 are 
2,500,000 stamps. Last year 1,707,373 seals 
were sold. M the stamps will remain on 
gale until Jan. 1, those interested in the 
anti-tuberculosis movement figure that 
8,000,000 will be disposed of in Lilinois this 
year.’ New York leads in stamp sales. Then 
comes Massachusetts and Wisconsin. 

The sales in the state outside of Chicago are 
far greater thah in any preceding year. Not 
‘only are the seals being sold in all of the 
larger cities of the state. but societies have 
been organized to fight tuberculosis, and 
through them thousands of stamps are being 
sold to raise funds to carry on the work. 
The number of agents selling stamps outside 
of Chicago is 980. 


Sold All Over city. 

In Chicago the seals are sold in 624 places, 
including department stores, drug stores, 
hoepitais. and postoffice substations. The 
stamps have also been sold in booths in the 
federal building, the Masonic Temple, and 
express offices. 

The sale was opened in the booth in the cor - 
ridor of the federal building on Dec. 2 and 
since that time the daily receipts have always 
exceeded $100. The total sales to date from 
the federal building booth have brought in 
$1,679.86. Last Tuesday was the big day. 
$151.47 being taken in. 


Hopes for Larger Sales. 

Although Illinois now ranks fourth in the 
sale of Red Cross seals the sales should be 
even larger,” said James Minnick, superin- 
tendent of the Chicago Tuberculosis insti- 
tute yesterday. Last year Illinois ranked 
tenth, so a big gain this year is' apparent. 
The sales in Illinois should be much larger, 
however. Illinois should use more stamps 
than Wisconsin, but we lack the organisa- 
tion in the state outside of Chicago. 

We are getting county and city organ- 
izations, however, and next year Illinols 
ought to do much better. I have been out 
through the state and have organized four- 
teen societies for the study and prevention 
of tuberculosis. This gives us twenty-five 
such societies outside of Chicago.“

The home was built under 
the direct supervision of Mr. Wright himself.

According toa decision given by the Un- 
‘nois Supreme court valuable tracts ef Chi- 
cago and Cook county real estate will-be as- 
signed in all probability to the English heirs 
of Levi Moore and only a small interest will 
be adjudged to Chicagoans. 

Levi Moore, a pioneer in Chicago, died in 
1906 at the residence of. James Rowlett; with 
whom he had lived the last years of his life. 
He left two wills. The last one was made in 
ta vor of James Rowlett. The first deeded 
most of the property to heirs now residing 


(in Sutton Bridge, England. The later will 


has now. been declared invalid this docu- 
ment was signed as a witness by the wife 
of the executor, Who was the family physi- 
cian. 

The decisign of the court involved tha oon - 
struction of the new 1911 amendment to the 
Illinois wills act, which act was intended 
to make the wife of an executor or heir a 
competent witness to a will; u was stated 
that the act should apply to wihis not 
ffMally adjudicated.” The court held that 
the act was not retroactive, and did not ap- 
ply to the will made theretofore. 

This decision leaves only the first will in 
force, which awards only a small interest to 
Mrs. John Case of Maywood and William 
Moore of Chicago, while the remainder of 
the estate is left to the English heirs. It is 
remarkable for a mistake made in one of its 
clauses, dividing the bulk of the estate into 
five fourths. As the laws of [illinois do not 
recognize a will that cannot be executed, 
this will has been held inoperative by the 
lower court. The final judgment on this 
document ig now pending before the Supreme 
court and may be expected early next year.

NANKING, China, Dec. 23.—The present 
temper of the revolutionary troops in thie 
vicinity gives ground for the fear that the 
armistice now existing between the two 
forces may be broken and that a serious en- 
counter may occur in the territory north of 
the town of Pukow. 

Within the last two weeks Chang Hsun. 
formerly in command of the imperial govern- 
ment troops at Nanking, and who was incor- 
rectiy reported to have been killed, has re- 
celved heavy reinforcements both of men and 
gune. With these troops he has advanced 
to the south ae far as Gu-Chow-An, retaking 
many towns and living upon the country as 
he marches. 

Chang Hsun has commandeered the en- 
tire northern section of tine Tientsin-Pukow 
ralfway, including the whole of the rolling 
stock, The revolutionary forces, on the other 
hand, hold the southern section of the raili- 
way. 

Chang Heun’'s force is about 10,000 strong, 
and the army of the revolutionaries numbers 
about 15,000. A distance of less than 100 miles 
separates the opposing forces. Chang Hsun 
declares he will retake Nanking. The south- 
ern or revojutionary forces are keen to ad- 
vance on Peking. 

A band of Chun Chus, near Bodune, held 
up an imperial convoy going to Kirin, the 
capital of the province of Kirin, and stole 
$170,000. 


FIFTY PERSIANS ARE KILLED

be accorded to American ships passing 
through the Panama canal. 

After repro@ucing the clause of article III. 
of the Hay-Pauncefote treaty relating that 
the canal shall be open to the vessels of all 
nations on terms of equality in respect of 
the conditions or charges of traffic or other- * 
wise, the Pall Mall Gasette comments on 
President Taft's proposal as follows: 

“It might be godd business for the United 
States if she could get over the trifting dim - 
culty that she has solemnly undertaken that 
she would do nothing of the kind. We trust 
that Sir Edward Grey, the British foreign 
secretary, will take steps to make the Srit- 
ish view explicit and that even British Am- 
bassador Bryce will for once show some vig-

Clause 1 of article III. of the treaty refer- 
ring to the Panama canal, which wag pre- 
claimed on Feb. 22, 1002) is textually as fol 
lows:

Knowing full well how much China needs an 
army, and believing that the Chinese them- 
selves recoghize this, they expect each day 
to mark progress. 9 

So it does. But the army is etil! woefully 
inefficient. so much so that 50,000 Sepoys 
properly officered could march straight across 
@hina; the same number of Buropean troops 
could sack it. 


Army in State of Change. 

The army even more than the political 
and educational fields is in e state of 
transition; there is no system, there is little 
esprit de corps, there are glaring detects.

But many hearings are required to appreciate worth, whether of 
the music of Debussy, Charpentier, and Massenet, or of Miss Gar- 
den's interpretations, just as many years and a long and arduous 
catipaign of education were needed to convince the world of the 
beauty of Wagner's art. 3 
We appreciate Wagner today because we know him. We have 
been intimately instructed as to his artistic creeds and intentions. 
The Wagner cult bas labored unceasingly. Now its work is ac- 
„But there has been little ar no propaganda for the 
music wherein Miss Garden has been presented to us. The De- 
bussy cult seems on the point of disintegrating almost before it 
has become established. Charpentier is as lonely a figure in the 
world of music as was Bizet, and perhaps as significant and 
original. We had only begun to know bis Louise last season. 
Debussy “ Péliéas et Melisande was an even stranger problem 
for our public to solve. If the labors and pains of last season are 
not to go fer naught these operas must be heard again and often. 
Mr. Dippel is therefore advised to begin his repetitions of last 
season's novelties at an early date. We have only five more 
weeks, and one of them is filled to overflowing. Many evenings 
are preémpted by the necessary repetitions of “ Natoma” and 
“Quo Vadis?” The former may be welcomed for reasons which 
will be set forth hereafter, but time spent listening to the music 
of “Quo Vadis?’ is time wasted. With so limited a season this 
is subject for keen regret. The recommendation is therefore ven- 
tured that it be replaced by “ Louise” and “ Péliéas et Men.

Cincinnati, O., Dec. 23.—The national com- 
mission iu a finding handed down today re- 
fused to reimburse the New York National 
league club for money réfunded by the club 
to patrons for tickets that did not reach them 
through the mail during the last world’s 
. geries or through a misdirection of some kind. 

The commission held that inasmuch as the 
New York club had full charge of the sale of 
tickets it must stand for any expense in- 
curred in the satisfying of its patrons. | 

The amount asked by the New York club 
Was $342.50. Included in this was a claim of 
$18.50 for five patrons, each of whom had

NEW SALARY LIMIT SCHEME. 


President Justice Submits Plan to 


Central Association Clubs to Pre- 
vent Violations of Rule. 


9 
Kewanee, III., Dec. 23.—L Special IB a 
new proposition for the enforcement of the 
salary limit tn the Central association sub- 
mitted by President Justice each club in the 


league must give bond to a surety company 


in the sum of $1,000 as guarantee it will live 

to the $1,200 limit now in force and abide 
b other restrictions. This proposition hae 
stirred up talk around the cireuit and is 
being debated with vigor preliminary to the 
midwinter meeting. 

This plan is the first of the kind attempted 
in minor league circles, but it has stood the 
test of study by a number of h baseball 
officials to whom it was submitted by Preal- 
dent Justice before he broached it to the 
league clubs. 

A surety company has agreed to take the 
risk. Bach club must furnish bond in the 
sum stated and put up as collateral its ball 
park or other assets. The cost will be only 
$10 to.each club. Explaining his plan, Presi- 
dent Justice said: 

» When we have reason to believe a club 
is over the Mmit or guilty of any violation 
we report to the surety company and it con- 
duots the tnvestigation. If the charges are 
proved the club guilty forfeits its $1,000 and 
the surety company pays to the Central As- 
sociation the legal fine which the club would 
incur in cases of the character charged. It 
is not dificult to see that @ club would be 
particular about living up to its agreement.“ 

It is predicted that should the Central As- 
sociation find this plan successful it will come 
into general use. Justice will be prepared to 
submit it to the annual meeting of baseball 
clubs next year. He is chairman of the com- 
mittee appointed to work out a salary limit 
proposition. 

The plan has drawn favorable comment, 


‘and also some opposition. At Keokuk See- 


retary Sterne favors the scheme in general, 
but is of the opinion that its application will 
not be a success. He wants to know who is 
going to put up the collateral, end declares 
that he personally would not give a note in 
whole or part of the amount required. He 
says a Manager may violate the salary limit 
without the records showing it.

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Reasons Why Less Kicking Is Rule 
in American League Ball Games. 


Baseball patrons who have deen fairly 
frequent vlaltors to the parks of both major 
league'teams have commented on the dif- 
ference in the attitude of the players of 
the two organizations toward the umpires. 
Fans who: travel and see games in other 
cities have noted and remarked the same 
thing. They have expressed curiosity as 
to why American league games were pre- 
ducttwe ot jess kicking .than Natiofia) 
league contests on the average. 

President Lynch of the National league 
once answered the query by. saying the 
American league players and managers 
were not as aggressive as those in his cir- 
eult. That was true because Mr. Lynch's 
definition of “aggressiveness” was different 
from the American league's. Aggressive. 
‘Managers and players in the latter circult 
have beet compelied to turn their attention 
to combating the moves and offérts of their 
opponents with all thetr strength, skill, and 
wits, instead of arguing and...wrangling 
with umpires over decisions which cannot 
by any process be changed. 

~~ 

This attitude has been made compulsory 
by drastic punishment of offenders. when 
necessary, and such punishment has been 
made possible by permanency in the ex- 
ecutive office of the American league. The 
umpires of that circuit know that their 
future employment depends wholly on their 
ability to satisfy President Johnson that 
their decisions are square and as accurate 
as they can make them. Umptres in the Na- 
tional have no such feeling of securi- 
ty because they do not know in one season 
who will be their employer in the folléwing 
year, or whether or not they will have em- 
,ployment. Neither the umpires nor the 
president of the National league can feel 
the independence of knowing that their jobs 
do not depend on the votes of the club own- 
ers. 

That is one reason. American leugue 
players have deen taught that they are 
butting against_a wall of adamant when 
they go after an umpire on any proposition 
that does not involve the misinterpretation 
‘of a ivie. They have ceased to butt, ex- 
cept under extreme provocation or excite- 
ment. Bavetall would not be basebell if a 
player could not register a sharp, spon- 
taneous protest against an adrerse de- 
cision on a gritica! play.

Gn Contesta of 1912 Promise 
to Be Greatest 1 in Athletic History. 


Great as were the Olympic games at Lon- 
don in 1908, far surpassing anything the 
world had seen in the athietic line, the bat- 
tle of the champions in Stockholm, Sweden, 
in July promises to Overshadow them com- 
pletely. Gathered at Stockholm will be a 
galaxy of stars to fight fer the athletic 
honors of their respective countries that 
promises to be the greatest in the history 
of athietica. 

The huge stadium, more than 1,000 feet 
long and 700 feet wide, built to accommo- 
date a crowd of 75,000 persons, in which the 
games will be held, dwarfs into insignifi- 
cance tt everything except beauty the 
at Athens. The Hellenic stadium, lylng 
under a sky of deepest azure, cloaked in 
its classic surroundings with the blue At- 
tican hills aga background, presented a pic- 
ture which could not anywhere be dupit- 
cated. 

Every contest in the 1912 games will be 
worth going miles to see. Sport followers

For the common sort of pimples which often trouble 
young girls and others of nervous, excitable tendencies 
and those who suffer from disturbed circulation, bicar- 
bonate of soda, thirty-five grains; glycerin, one dram, 
and speermaceti ointmegt, one ounce. This should be 
used upon the affected parts and allowed to remain 
fifteen minutes, then wipe most of it off. 

In this connection you should use a simple laxative 
which your doctor probably will prescribe for you. 

All Ahese remedies which I have recommended are 
those that have been used with great success by friends 
of mine who have deen troubled with eruptions upon 
their faces. Fortunately, I never have suffered from 
anything of this kind, but I have made a comprehensive

LONDON, Dec. 14.—One of the greatest 
romances of the modern business world is the 
development of the London general Omnibus 
company. It not only controls practically 


every motor passenger omnibus that runs 
through London s streets but it is dickering 
with the Underground railway and may in 
the near future become the greatest urban 
transportation organization in existence. 

The company started in London sixty years 
ago with the old horse buses. For many years 
it had no competition and its stock becdme 
one of the most valuable on the stock ex- 
change. At one time it was quoted as high as 
216 and year after year tile suka delim 
dividends. 

Motor Buses Lose at First. 

Then came the motor omnibuses and for a 
while the London General fought against 
them. At the start the motor omnibuses did 
not pay—the cost of manufacture, the wear 
and tear and the cost of operation were 80 
heavy that the companies all lost money. 
Slowly, however, the General began scrap- 
ping its old horse buses, so long a feature 
of London life, and substituting the motor 
buses. Profits dropped rapidly and ultimate- 
ly disappeared altogether. The stock that 
had sold for 216 went begging at 16. 

The last couple of years, however, have seen 
a wonderful recovery in the fortunes of the 
company. Slowly it begag absorbing the 
competing companies, New style motor buses 
were put on the street and the operating 
cest considerably reduced. Recently the last 
of the London General horse byses made its 
final run through the streets of the city. 
Ultimately the General secured a virtual mo- 
nopoly of the bus traffic. 


Profits Mounting Again. 

During all this time the financial affairs 
of the company were mending. During the 
last working year profits amounted to ,- 
450,000 and a dividend of 8 per cent was 
paid. 

Its omnibusee run 30,000,000 miles a year 
and carry 800,000,000 passengers. Upward 
of 6,000 buses provide London with an ade- 
quate service except during wet weather, 
when people do not wish to ride on the uneov- 
ered top seats. 

At one time there were more than 6,000 
horse buses in London. The few that now re- 
‘main, belonging to small operators, are rap- 
idly disappearing and American visitors to 
London in the next few years will look in 
vain for one of the most picturesque features 
of present day England. 


POUR-FIFTHS OF EXCAVATION

The engineers have finally “ broken the 
back,” as it is expressed technically, of the 
vast earth slide into the famous Oulebra 
cut, which threatened to give infinite trou- 
ble. 

This-was accomplished by the explosion of 
700 pounds of dynamite at one time in twenty- 
eight twenty-four foot holes, ripping off the 
whole orest of the great bank just above. 
tie slide north of the cqntral division offices.

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THING the cause of suffrage has al- 

ways needed in ons is the indorse- 

ment and active support of women of 

fashion and means. . Not because that 

is more importamt thagd any othe: 
factor, but because it‘is the one that the 
movement has not had in this state. In the 
states where women heve won their point 
suffrage has hai? the seme history. A little 
band of women has untiringly and unselfishly 
pioneered until women of wealth, and influ- 
ence have later reinforced its activities and 
brought the campign to a victorious con- 
chusion. 

It was amuding to listen to one of the 
wealthiest young women of Caltfornia tell- 
ing the women of the other states, when they 
were assembled: in convention in Louisville, 
how’ to achieve their ends.

OYS, as a rule, don’t need much en- 

couragement to take up outdoor 
sports; but they sometimes do need the 
incentive to develop a love for them. This 
is what the Boy Scout Movement supplies; 
and, as a result, more than 2,000,000 
boys, all over the world, have joined the 
society which has its national headquar- 
ters at number 200 Fifth avenue, New 
York. The scout craft they are taught 
includes all the things boys like to do.

machines have proved to be a great boon to thousands 
of poultry keepers, amateurs as well as professionals. 
Indeed, the tremendous expansion of the poultry in- 
dustry ‘in this country in the last few years would not 
have been possible without the incubator. Chickens 
are now hatehed by the thousands, where formerly they 
were hatched by the hundreds. There are single mam- 
moth machines with a capacity of 15,000 eggs. One 
can well understand that the management of a machine 
of this kind is no child’s play, especially when it is 
remembered that fluctuations in temperature must be

to hatch and to raise chickens in a very limited area. 

Hundreds of women are successfuly operating incu- 
bators. Indeed, women seem especially adapted to this 
kind of work, because of their capacity for detail and 


their patience. Town women, as well as those living 


in the country, are making money raising chickens. An 
extensive plant is not needed, if an ineubator is used. 
An ordinary cellar, or even a room in the dwelling 
house, may be used for the machine. It is necessary, 
though, to install a machine which conforms to the re- 
quirements of the insurance underwriters. An insur- 


ance man ought to be consulted before a machine is set 


up in a house, so that no mistake shall be made. Most 
incubators are heated by means of oil lamps; but there 
is a kind which can be connected up with an electric 
service in any house that is 
wired for electric lights. 
Hatching chickens to be 
sold when a day old is a new 
industry that is growing 
rapidly, and one which offers 
no little profit to women 
who have become skilled in 
the operation of an incuba- 
tor. There are many ama- 
teur poultry keepers who 
keep only a few hens, and 
would rather buy chickens 
than hatch them. There is 
good profit in selling day- 
old chicks at ten and fifteen 
eents each and at that age 
the ‘‘peeps,’’ as country 
people call them, may safely 
be shipped for many miles. 
They do not require food until they are forty-eight 
hours old, as they are nourished by the yolk of the egg 
remaining in their bodies when they break out of their 
shells. It would be possible to give a long list of women 
who are making a good living from poultry. And yet 
I would not mislead any one. Skill can be acquired 
only by experience, and success is not won in a day. 
Fortunately, the price required to purchase experience 
need not be large; for incubators are not expensive, 
and it is much better to begin in a small way than to 
make a large initial investment. 
It is a mistake to buy anything but a 
first-class machine. The matter of a few

reduced to the minimum, and that every egg must be 
turned every day. And think what it means to have 
thousands of wet, helpless little chicks simultaneously 
pecking their way out of their tiny prisons! 

This wholesale hatching of chicks, however, is only 
one phase of the industry. The amateur is more inter- 
ested in a machine that will accommodate from fifty 
to several hundred eggs. And, as a matter of course, 
there are hundreds of these smaller machines to one of 
mammoth proportions. All kinds of people are making 
money with the little machines. Farmers everywhere 
are using them. Professional men, living in suburban 
communities, are finding that amateur poultry keeping 
is greatly simplified by the use of an incubator. Even 
people living in the larger cities are learning that an 
ineubator and a brooder make it possible for them 


dollars difference in price means little, 
when a machine full of valuable eggs is 
at stake. There are two types — one 
operated with hot water, and the other 
with hot air. Comparatively little atten- 
tion is required by either kind; but that 
little must be carefully given. The lamp 
must be kept clean and filled, and the 
wick properly 
trimmed. The eggs 
must be turned regu- 
larly, or the contents 
will adhere to the 
membrane of the 
shell; but in the best 
machines the trays 
are so arranged that 
this operation can be 
performed rapidly. 
The eggs must be examjned sev- 
eral times during the period of 
incubation, in order to test out 
those which are not fertile. This 
testing is done by placing the egg 
between the eye and a strong 
light; after a little experience it 
becomes possible to tell at a 
glance whether the egg contains a 
live chick or a dead germ, or 
whether it is infertile. All ex- 
cept the first kind are, of course, 
removed. Some poultry men be- 
come so expert that they can de-

A year passed without any news from the 
imprisoned warden. I did not even know whether 
he had received my present. Who ean describe my 
surprise, therefore, when I received a letter from him, 
stating that he was free. ‘Your gramophone,’ he 
wrote, ‘proved to be a wonderful piece of evidence in 
my favor. I told the judges how your songs in the 
prison had impressed me, and asked them to permit 
me to reproduce them on the gramophone. The judges 
smiled and consented. When the last song was ended, 
the people in the court-room cheered wildly, and the 
judges left their seats, with tears in their eyes. I 
was acquitted; and with the gramophone under my 
arm, I walked out like one in a dream.’ This letter 
made a deep impression upon me. I rejoice 
to think that when I sing again, it will not 
be in a gloomy Russian prison, but to the 
audiences of free America.’’ 


AN ENGLISHWOMAN OF TODAY 

A clever Englishwoman with American 
affiliations, who is doing her share of the 
world’s work, is Mrs. Harold Gorst, a daugh- 
ter-in-law of Sir John Gorst, Great Britain’s 
Minister of Education, and a sister of 
Charles Rann Kennedy, the playwright.

A POCKET CHECKERBOARD 

It is not hard to make a little checker- 
board that you can carry in your pocket, 
with the men held in position in the 
middle of a game. Take two envelopes, 
ordinary letter size, of stout paper. 
Lay out the checker-board on the front 
of one of them, copying an ordinary 
board and making the squares as large as 
the space allows. This will leave a blank 
space at each end of the ‘‘board.’’ Call 
one of these the ‘‘foot’’ of the 
board. It will be toward one of the 
players, so the double-corner of the 
black squares should be at its right-hand 
side. Take a pen-knife and make a little 
slit in each of the black squares, along 
the side toward the foot of the board, 
cutting only one thickness of the envel- 
ope. The ‘‘men’’ are little kite-shaped 
bits of card-board, not too thick, cut as 
wide as the squares or a trifle wider, and 


squares. Seal the envelope; then wet 
the flap of the second envelope and stick 
it to the sealed flap of the first. The 
second envelope will then fold around 
the board for a cover, and also fur- 
nish a closed pocket where the men 
can be kept. To set up the board, push 
the narrow end of each ‘‘man’’ into the 
slit of the square where he belon 
Thus, both black and white, will 
facing the same way throughout the 
game. To save wear on the board, when 
you are offering a man to be taken in 
the next move, don’t stop to push him 
into his place in the slit, but drop him 
across the 4 * where he can be easily 
picked up.
